WOMAN MUST DIE 


Vermont Refuses Mercy to 


Mary Rogers 


MOXTPELIER, Vt. Dec. 8.—By .a 


yea and nay vote of 91 to 130 the Ver- 
mont liousn of representatives yester- 
day refused to order to a third read- 
ing the bill to commute to life impris- 
onment tlio death sentence 
of Mrs. 


Mary M. Rogers of Butinlngtnn. 
So far as can now be seen tills action 


hy the legislature destroys the wom- 
an's last hope. .She stands sentenced to 
be hanged In ihe stale prison at Wind- 
sor. Feb. 5, 1905, between the hours of 
10 and 2 o'clock. 
In anticipation of the debate yester- 


day every available foot of -room Jn 
the house was packed and the members 
were obliged U> get to their seals by 
the rear doors. The audience was com- 
posed largely of women, who followed 
with intense interest 
the arguments 


and the roll-call that decided the fate 
of the young' woman now in solitary 
confinement at Windsor. 


The debate was opened by Mr. Darl- 


ing of Chelsea. Hfi favored the bill be- 
cause hi* believed a blind adherence 
to the law should not Influence in em- 
bers of the legislature KO that 
they 


would not rfarh right conclusions in 
the bill now under consideration. 
He 


pictured the scene that will be enact- 
ed Feb. 5 next at the state prison at

law of the state. Ho said: 


"Mrs. Rogers* guilt is not denied, and 


If we commute her sentence here to- 
day we cast no reflection on the judge 
who sentenced her or the jury that con- 
victed her. Not because 
of 
inuudlln 


sentlmentalily, not because of Mrs. 
Rogers' responsibility, not because the 
supreme forum of the state has not the 
right to take human life, but because 
Mary Rogers is a woman, I plead for 
her life. In this progressive age, in 
this errand state of Vermont, we are ap- 
proaching the day when it will no long- 
er be thought necessary to take a life 
for a life." 


In closing; Pr. O'Sullivan graphically 


pictured the execution of a death sen- 
tence on a woman, und declared he 
would have no part in it. • 


One of the strongest 
arguments 


against the bill was made by Mr. Grout 
of Derby, who believed .the legislature 
should not set aside the work of the 
judge and jury who tried the woman. 


Mr. Archibald of Manchester, counsel 


for Mrs. Rogers at her trial, made an 
impassioned plea for the life of hie 
client, saying that beyond' all question 
.Mary Rogers was guilty of the crime 
for which she was convicted last win- 
ter. 
She was a 
woman 
absolutely 


without means at her trial, against the 
unlimited resources of the state of Ver- 
mont that prosecuted her. He based 
his argument on expediency nnd mercy, 
asserting thnt if the state of Vermont 
had done Its duty by Mary Rogers she 
would not havo been a criminal at the 
nge of 19. Since being1'In slate prison 
Mary Rogers has said; 


"T never hnd a chance. I have learn- 


ed more since I have been In prison 
than I ever learned out of it."

moment the machine men found thnt

them. They have succeeded in some 
places nnd doubtless will succeed In 
others, yet there is no cause for fear 
that In ihe lonir run.Masochusetts will 
not stand for a nominating day safe- 
guarded by the state, where every can- 
didate shall have fair play and every 
voter ohall have full and free oppor- 
tunity to perform the duty of a par- 
tisan with both convenience and dig- 
nity. 
"For Boston there Is not the least 


likelihood that the reform will be un- 
done, and in several other cities it. has 
clearly come to stay," said Representa- 
tive ijuce of Komerville, father of th« 
joint primary act.

that Brockton, Haverhill, New Bedford, 
Bprlngileld and Tannton rejected the 
joint primary act at the municipal elec- 
tion, charges that the rejection Is due 
to the republican machine politicians, 
who found that the law was interfering 
with their domination, and they used 
any argument to defeat it. 


BOMB OP THE PHASES 


As to the methods employed he says: 
"The odd thing about the action ot 


some of the cities on the joint caucus 
law is that In Springfield it was dis- 
carded because it forced voters to de- 
clare their party ainiiation and thus 
secured party alignment; in Haverhill. 
Brockton and Tuunton, because it had 
failed to secure party alignment, and In 
Marlboro its acceptance was a second 
time refused because it might secure 
party alignment."

In 


Haverhill, Brockton and Taunton the 
argument was made that It did not ac- 
complish what Mr. Luce has called the 
minor consideration of the act—to force 
the votei to make known his party. 


Mr. Luce continued: 
"The grievous thUig is that party 


alignment Is far from the only consid- 
eration Involved. Inded. in the judg- 
ment of many students »f the nominat- 
ing prolilem it is a comparatively un- 
important consideration. The one great 
purpose of the primary election reform, 
as achieved in Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin, as it is pledged to come In Illinois 
and Kansas, and as it In part has been 
accomplished in New Jersey and Mary- 
land, is to restore the choice of candi- 
dates to the people, freeing them from 
the'thraldom of the boss and the. ma- 
chine. 
"Whether our law will eventually ac- 


complish this In Massachusetts cities 
where it may abide, only long test will 
tell, but that is its fundamental ob- 
ject."

Hev. Fr. O'Sullivan 
of St. Albana 


made a plea for Mrs. Rogers that sank 
deep Into the hearts of all who heard 
It. Ho believed In advocating clemency, 
though he was in harmony with the 
law of the stnte. Ho said: 


"Mrs. Rogers' guilt is not denied, and 


if we commute her sentence, here to- 
day we cast iiu reflection on the judge, 
who sentenced her or the jury that con- 
victed her. Not because 
of 
maudlin 


sentimentality, not 
because 
of Mrs. 


Rogers' responsibility, not because the 
supreme forum of the state has not the 
riRht to take human life, but. because 
Mary Rogers Is a1 woman, I plead for 
her life. In thia progressive age, in 
this pranri state of Vermont, we are np- 
proaohinfi1 the day when it will no long- 
er be thought necessary to take a life 
for a life." 


In closing Fr. O'SulUvan graphically 


pictured the execution of a death sen- 
tence on a woman, and declared ho 
would have no part in it. 


One of the strongest 
arguments 
against the bill was made by Mr. Grout 
of Derby, who belioved the legislature 
should not set aside the work of the 
judse and jury who tried the woman. 


Mr. Archibald of Manchester, counsel 


for Mrs. Rogers at her trial, made an 
impassioned plea for the life of 
his 


client. Raying that beyond all question 
Mary Rogers was guilty of the crime 
for which Fhe was convicted last win- 
ter.

without means at her trial, against the 
unlimited resources of the state of Ver- 
mont that prosecuted her. 
He based 


his- argument on expediency and mercy, 
assorting that if the state of Vermont 
had done Its duty by Mary Rogers she 
would not have been n criminal at tho 
ape of ]9. Since hoing In state prison 
Mary Rogers has said; 


"I never had a chance. I have learn- 


ed more since T have been In prison 
than I ever learned out of it."

While In court he WHS recognized by 


Sergeant Gaillac and Patrolman Ed- 
frott as the man who has been wanted 
since IPfll by the Nashua authorities on 
a charge of burglary. Late yesterday 
afternoon Deputy Marshal William W. 
Wheeler of Nashua came to Chelsea 
and on information which he furnished 
a warrant was issued against Cohen as 
a fugitive from justice and he was 
locked up and held without hail. 


The Cholaca authorities were anxious 


,,l turn Cohen over to Deputy Marsh- 
al Wheeler but he refused to go, and 
it is likely that extradition papers will 
have to be secured.

OR several years It has been 


current among: competing na- 
tions that Great Britain's su- 
premacy as a manufacturing 


power was in peril, hut It la only re- 
cently that she has been brought to re- 
alize that the danger has not halted at 
the door, but has passed over the 
threshold. Thft British reflective facul- 
ty IB ponderous and is inclined to move 
in a circle. The habit of insular self 
appreciation has become BO fixed that 
It has withstood some exceedingly se- 
vere commercial shocks, but the time 
has come when it begins to dawn upon 
the commercially sensitive John Bull 
that something is disturbing his. for- 
eign market. 


Now, to disturb the British foreign 


market is a crime in insular eyes. If 
the auueamish notions of modern di- 
plomacy did not conflict it would Jjc 
sufficient cause, as such matters appeal 
to the average midland and north coun- 
try intelligence, to loose the dogs of 
war. Denied that resource, the Briton 
casts about for some potent internal 
remedy and resorts to polities as a uni- 
versal panacea. While he is waiting for 
tiie spell to work his keen wittod com- 
mercial enemies continue to remove the 
props from underneath his tottering 
trade supremacy. 


A luminous instance of Great Itrit- 


nin's commercial degeneracy is to be 
found in the recent failure of the equip- 
ment contractors of the new Vcrkes 
Hubway to find English steel workers 
who would undertake the construction 
of the- cars for that system. After an 
exhaustive search it was made evident 
l!u(t there was no machinery in the 
empire that could produce the steel cpr 
demanded. 
Although 
the 
contract 


specified with great particularity that 
no foreign material or labor should be 
used, it was finally necessary to modify 
the conditions, and the order for the 
ears was sent to America, and it was 
promptly filled. 


A llrm of British electrical engineers 


recently secured a contract which ne- 
censitated the employment of about 
3,000 tonn of steel. An advertisement 
was sent to the leading papery inviting 
bids. When the tenders were evnmined 
it was found that the lowest Ind c-^nie 
from a Belgian company.
